.mencing with a great and vigorous demand for
all kinds of staples, Eworly as (he season is, our
merchants at the watering plaoces, and from
their retirement in the country, are hastening
«to the ety to take measures for meeting the
Inrge ealls that are being made upon them,
From every indication, there will be a heavy
fall trade this season, The streats and side-
wilks are crowded with boxes and packages,
and the stores are filled with customers from
all parts of the country—North, Boath, East,
and Weat. In dry goods especiully, there ap-
pears to be & very lnaee stock in hand, For
the past few months th ere has been & heuvy im-

riatiop, and large quantities manufpetured

y our home factories, and there not being a
latge demand by the jobbers and retailers, the
MH)]:ly hns m-uumu!uiml. Owing to thiz fact
P

cas, is & general thing, nversge lower than
the same time last yoear; in most cases from ten
to twenty per cent, in the wholesaling

The country merchants from all purts of the
interor are well represented. The Western
merchants represent business in their section to
be brisk and rapidly lmproving, Our city and
New York, indecd, are enlivencd by the presence
ol prominent merchunts [rom all the principal
citles of the West, and even from the trans-
Misaissippi region. From the South there does
not appear to be so many buyers, nor do these
buyers bring :uch heavy orders as of old, Tae
poverty of the whole Southern people is too
manifesi, and there are too many scores that
were run up last year remaining unsettied for
our merchants to give very heavy oredit or long
time. The general tone, however, is one of hope
that the erops in the Sonth wil be petter paying
than last year, and will leave & surplusage to
pay their bills to 1the Northern merchants, In
gencral there appears to be a geperal determ|-
nation to adhere to the net caskt system in all
our business transactions,

There are some tears that the presence of the
cholera amongst ns will influence the trade to a
greal c¢xtent, the country merchants having a
natural dread of coming to our crowded cities
during its continuance amonyst ud, How far
this fear is unredsonabile or rash we shall not
say, but it does have weight, Byven the eager
grasping for the *“‘almighty dollar,” that has
such hold on moet of our busineas men, will not
wholly conquer 112 terrors, :

There appears to be, in our prominent busi-
ness cireles, r much easier feeling in regard to
finnuecinl matters. The money panic which
appearcid impending over our hends a =hort
while ago, from the failures in the older coun-
tries, appears fo have disappeared, snd on all
gides there seems to be a general feeling that
there will be no panic whatever. This fecling
engenders o spirit of enterprise and good taith
in our busiess transactions, that cannot but
prove of benelicial effect in extending trade of
all kinds,

AN UNUSUALLY INTKLIIGENT CONTRA-
sAND.—The fact that “poets are born, not made,”
nover bad a more foreible exempliication than
in the person of a poor old negro man named
George Horton, who ls at present in the hands
of the Fregdmen's Reliel Association, Walnut
street, above Fourth, Tuis man was a sluve ol
Mr. James Horton, of Chatham county, North
Caroling, until that State was taken posscsalon
ol by the Union army.

He had been bat a common fleld hand, and
had of course no instruction from any one; but
in gpite of these diicolties he contrived to learn
to rend, and secretly procuning a few hooks, he
devoted every spare moment to them, He was
especinlly fond of poetry, and never forgot a line
he had rend. Hedisplayed the most remarkable
talent for veratioation ot an early age, and as
he could not wiite, he repeated his poems alond
Lo others, who wrote them down for him,

Io 1820 n little volume of these verses was
printed, to enable him to purchase bis Hberty,
when hoe intended to emigrate to Liberia, He
was ardent and enthwsinstic in regard to his
prospects, and looked forward with the greatest
pleasure to his liberation from bondage, The
following verses (admirable in thelr way) he
wrote when anticipating his release ;—

“ "Twas ke the salotation of the dovo

Borne on tho zephyr through some lonesoms grove,
When suring returns, aod winter's olidll is puat,
And vegetation smiles upon the blast,

The mient barp which on 1he oviers hung

Again was tuned, und mManunussion suny;

Awny by Hope the clouds o fesr were drivon,

And wusle breathed my gratitude to Heaven,”

Hix works, however, did not realize n saili.
clent sum, and he was guomed o remain o
slavery, It is a vemarkable fact that he did not
gpain write verses until he obtained his freedow,
The eaged bird would not sing.

He 15 now & very old man, without a fviend
but the Freedmuan's Soclety, or any means of
support but that which they afford him. He is
& profound and prolitic writer now, nud maoy
of his poems are replote with delicate and re
fined senument, fne and beautitul metaphor,
and are distinguizshed for u remuvkable necursey
of rhythm.

Those who feel an Interest in intellectusl pro-
digies snon!d certainly viit this poor, infirm
old nerro, who, beneath bis homely torm, hides
an intelligence, a bright intellectunl fire, that
would have made an impernshable nome for him
bad be enjoyed the benefits of an ordinary edu-
cation.,

Wnoeng Spans We Live?=For those
who are gettled in & comfortable little home in
the heart of the oity, this question has no par-
ticolar significance, Bt with that faumerons
clnss which, even in thie thwn of steady habits,
are forced to chapge their habitation onos &
yeur or more, it is the one groat question of lifo,
rising superior even to the grand problem of
“What shall we eal and drink, snd wherewlihal
ehall we be ¢lothed 1"

Pundering this matter the other day, we took
onr teat In a horse-car at the corner of Thrd
and Walnut streets, resolved deliberately upon
reconnoliring that indofinite lecality on ihe
other side of the Schuyikill which passes undar
the. genernl title of Wes: Philadelphia, The
first thing we noticed was the tact that we were
seated in n vehiele which wns almost samp-
tuous in jts arrapgements nnd dulsh, The sea's
were cortninly more comfortable and the deco-
rations more tasty than any we remember to
have encountered on any other line n the oity.
Inquiring of n gentleman who sat near, and
who appeared to be thoroughly posted npon
the genernl affaizs of the rond, we were in-
formed that the Chespul und Walout streets
line were now running forty cars, of which
number elghteen were entirely new, having
been placed upon the rond st the time toal ic
wae opencd beyond the Chesnnt Street Bridge,
These cars, we wore assured—and our subse-
quent obeervation of them—exterior as well as
intevior, convineed us thut it was all the sober
truth-—ate superior to any in the city for
streugth, a8 well ns for finish, And yet they
woigh but two tons each, while some new oars
which have recently been lﬂlwod upon other
enterpoising roads exceed them in weight by

several hundred pounds. Thus item, of course,

is of no particular consequence to the passenger,

but it s of vast importance to the hard-worked

animals, whose task it is to draz them through

the sireets, The ears in question cost §1150
ench, and were built at the celebrated manufae-

tory of Harlsn, Hollingsworth & Co,, Wilming-

ton, Deluwsre, an establishment, by-the-way,

which holds a vank sccond to none of a similar

character in the United States,

Our curiosity with regard to the vehicle in

which we sut being satisfied at Inst, we next
turned our attentioo 1o the sichts and scenes

along the road. They were not over-attractive

s we approached the new briage trom the east,

Breweries, stone aud murble yards, and uop-
finished bulldings, were the mos. prominent

tedtores, But these are destined in a very short
time to be done away with, eiving place to the
bandsomeo residences which must evenlually Gll

this, one of the most desirably located poriions
of the city.

The bridee itself, the new Ohesnut Streot

Bridge, although it was thrown open Lo car
travel on the Fourth of July, is not guite com-
pleted.  The cars pass over {t regularly; so do
100t pussengers, But vebicles ol all Kinds nre
still prolubited from trespassing on it8 sacrod
precinets, The time will come whes even these
will be permitted to take the bridge 1n thewr
way, but precisely when is yot a mystery, Bt
little remaing to be dona betare the bridge will
be entirely finl-hed. The paving o! the side-
walks is under way; so Is the iron raling,
There is nothiog more to be done towards the
completion of the structure,

Once aver the bridge, and one is in consider-
able doubt as to whether or not lie should be
leased with the prospect. The collection ot
Il-favored factories and mills which line both
banks of the Schuoylkill is certainly not attract-
ive. There 18 sl-o & nuisance in the shape of the
West Chester Rudlroad, but this will zoon be re-
moved, as it i= the intention ot the Company to
locate their depot to the south of Chesnut sircet.
There i, likewise, un assortment of apen lots and
antiquated frame bhounses which detract some-
what from the enchintment of the view.

When thi= Jocality 18 onee passed, however,
we tind ourselves in one of the most charming
suburbs on the continent. 1t §s hall conntry
and hall city—a veritable landscape with long
rows of brick houses and looming church spires
in the distance, A more charming ﬂLlDt- for the
residence of n business man or a mechanic could
net be coneeived, much less desired, Aud the
crowning feature of the whole is the fact that,
within twenty minutes, or hall au lour av the
most, you can place yours«l in the heart of o
great and bustlivg city, at the frivolous expease
o1 six and a quartercents, The ready access ol
West l'hiludc‘ wbin ts, indeed, 1ts strongest polut,

aud the one \rlhwh places it far ahead ol Ger-
mantown, Chesnut Hill, and e¢ael one ol our
other numerous suburbs,

Even before the Chesnut stieet raillway wos
opeued to Forty-second strect by the comple-
tion of the bridge, muny palaunl residences
wore erected on and near the present hoe ol its
tracks.  But now that the only drawback 18 re-
moved by it# completion, buildings are rising
out of the earth with the rapidity of Aladdin's
pulaces: and while they rival these last in ut-
tractiveness, they will surely surpass them in
dursbility., As an illustration orl the impetus
which the opening of the through luoe has given
to bullding, we may state that lot« fronting on
Chesnut street, above Tharty-sixth, have in-
creased in value suflicient to bear the entire
cost of the roaa!

But whi'e thus surmisiLg, we approached the
end of the route, At a distance of full three
miles and a half from the Front strect termimus,
we reached Forry-second streel. the present
western limit of the road. At this point the
Company bave constructed temporary our-
houses and stables, and are now busily eugaged
in the erection of their permanent headguarters,
These wall be of brick, and equal in exterior
appearaspee and ioterlor arrangement to any in
the city or country. Tkey occoupy the whole
block bounded by Forty-first, Forty-second,
Chesnut and Sansom strecis, with a frontage on
;‘.Jhr*anut street of 310 reet, and a depth of 420
vet,

The car-house will extend the entire lengih of
the Chesnut street front, and will be 63 feet in
width, and two stories in height, the secoud
story to be used as a repuring shop, Tue offices
of the company will be Jocated at the corner of
Forty-second street, on the first floor. The
foundations of this mammoth structure sare
already laid, and it is expeeted thar it will be
entirely compieted by the opening of the new
year. The stable, which is loeated on the San-
som street side of the block, will be larger even
than the ear-house, extending the entire leneth
of the lot, 310 jeet, aud having a widds
of 90 feet, This also will be Lwo
stories in helght, the second story to be used for
the storage ot food for the horses. The building
s nlrendy under way, and will be complatad by
the 1st of December, The tota! eost of the im-
provements projected by the company will he
dbout $60,000, When they are bunished the
Chesnut and Walnut Streets Raliroad will be in
o condition to compete successfully with uny
line in the city, And even now, the person who
I striving to solve the problem, “Wherve shall T
live 7" will ind & satisiactory answer, Il ha will
but take a Walpuol srreet cor and make the round
tip 1o Wesl Philadelpbia and back.

Although it was hoped that exe this the cwr
rency of the country would have been brooght
pearer o the specie svandard, 1 am surcthat the
gcuplu have eause for coogratulation that ewr
nauced are in o healthy a ocondition es
they are.
Sinse March, 1865, the war has beon broupht
B0 i snccessiul conulusion; nmMense srmies huve
been  disbunded; every soldier has heen paid
before being muetered oul of the servipe; =l
maturing obligations of the Government have
béen  satistacworily provided fox, while the
national debt is nearly $250,000,000 less taan it
wis estimuted v would be at the present time
and the reauction of it has averagen for the
year more than $10,000,000 pes month., It ng
other nation ever rolled up a debt so rapudly, nons
certginly ever commenced the reduction of s
debt #o soon alter it cremvien, 1f our our-
rency ig deprecinted, we  bave w0 lar
escuped  the tinsncial troubjes that usually
ceotir among nations at the close of expensive
wars, andg which there wits reason to npprehiend
wounld happen to us at the termimmntion of the
great war in whieh we have been engaged., I
the buginess of the covuwey I8 conducted upon a
changing nnd uncertwdn basis, it has been sab-
ject to no severe revilelons, If oer tuxes are
heavy our resources are aslmost uuntimiren,
while the disposition @l the people to buar chesr-
fully their burdens is o surprise even to those
who have the greatest conadence in the honor
and good taith of & fvee people,  Iu my opinion,
the people of tho Unpited States are to muke re-
publicamsm illustrions among the natione, by
vstublisming the me!, that the securities of a
republican povernment ave ~o saest of all
securtties, and that the people who lmpose taxes
upon themsvlves nre the most jealous of theie
natiounl eredit,

1 do not, however, dlsguise the fact that great
financinl aifficulties nre still to be overcome;
thnt our present prospericy 18 rather appavent
than real; thae we arc measuring value by a
fnlge standard; that we are in fact exposed to
all the oappers which sitend sn {oflated and
irredecmable enrrency, which aiminishes labor
—the trae sooree of unational wealth—ana
stimulates  speculation  apd  extravazanoce,
which Tepd invariavly to thriftliness and de-
merali=ption, Before the gonu'ry broomes
apain really prosperous, the apeofe standaed
must ke Pestored, pricea reduced, industrr
stimulated, the products of the country io-
creased, tue balunce of trade between the
Uuited States and other nations cease to be
azainst ue—all the great interesis of the couu-
ey cared for and protecied by wise and impar-
tinl legislation, nnd all sectiong of tue conntry
b broneht nenin ivto harmonious and practioa:
retutions with the genesal Government,

That the country will be sean thas really
prosperons i« as certain as soything in the
future, That it sbhould be s0 ar an early day,
and that, too, without a financisl crisis, it s
only necessnry that there should be proper
legaslation by Congress, cconomy in the publie
expenditires, and ddelity an vhe part of those
who are entrusted with the mapagement of the
public revenue,
